‘Ricketts Philatelic 
Library To Be Sold 
At Auction By Bluss 


Paul Bluss, largest of the Phila- 
telic Literature dealers announced 
this week the receipt of the im- 
portant philatelic library formed 
over a long period of years by 
William R. Ricketts of Forty Fort 
(Wilkes Barre) and North Moun- 
tain, Pa. The library will be sold 
at public auction in New York, 
date to be anounced. Mr. Ricketts’ 
interest in philatelic literature has 
spanned almost six decades, stem- 
ming from a copy of Vol. 1 # 6 of 
The Philatelist (Portland, Maine) 
which he saw in September 1887. 
Since that time Mr. Ricketts ac- 
quired much material of his own 
in addition to the purchase of the 
large libraries of J. W. Scott, Eu- 
stace Power, Kjelistadt, Durbin, 
Haines and Leavy. 

Included in the library are such 
classics as Berger-Levrault and 
Mount Brown, first publishers of 
stamp catalogs in French and 
English. The Scott catalagues are 
nearly complete from 16th edit- 
ion of April 1868. The British Mu- 
seum have but 4 of the first 15 
editions of the Scott catalogues 
and only one other copy besides 
the one in Ricketts library is 
known in this country. Many of 
the other books are the rare spec- 
ial limited editions and many 
special bound presentation copies 
are there. 

The Bibliography Index and the 
index of American Philatelist are 
some of Mr. Ricketts important 
contributions to philately. Fred J. 
Melville, most famous of stamp 
writers, claimed the Ricketts’ Bi- 
bliography was his greatest help.

We find only that there was a con- 
fusion as to dates, these are all still indefinite except possibly that 
for the 3c value which is slated for June 27 instead of 26 as we had 


“expressed his deep 
that the name of our late presi- 
dent will be forever perpetuated 
as one, who, in his few leisure 
moments, took great interest in 
stamp collecting. Mr. Roosevelt 
was regarded as the foremost 
stamp collector of America, Mr. 
Walker recalled.” 

The circular of May 23 states 
that the values will be of 1, 2, 3 
and 5c, printed from electric eye 
plates in sheets of fifty, stamps 
of Commemorative size. Even be- 
fore this announcement arrived 
from Washington we have word 
that there may possibly be a 
change in that the 2c value may 
be changed to some other denom- 
ination as the Department evi- 
dently forgot that there is at 
present little need or use for a 2 
cent postage stamp in this coun- 
try. 
It would seem a splendid idea 
to make this 2c stamp a 6c air- 
mail for overseas use. Such a 
stamp could be distributed both 
here and abroad and the boys 
would appreciate it. 

The 3c stamp will be the first 
placed on sale on June 27th at 
Washington, D. C.

TOO MANY DEALERS ARE POOR BUSINESS MEN 

A stamp dealer spends his money for advertising in order to 
either sell goods direct to a collector or to make a contact, through 
which he hopes to make a permanent customer. Those dealers who 
have never learned that it is far easier to treat a 
customer right, keep him pleased and continue to 
get business from him, than it is to go out and get 
a new one, still have much of business to learn. 
Perhaps, the easy money, the ready response of the 
collector today has some bearing on the situation. 
This point we want to make is that we get far too 
many complaints of unethical dealing on the part 
of people whom we have a reason to believe are 
reliable and responsible. The dealers who are re- 
sponsible for creating such complaints today are 
going to have reason to be sorry for such actions 
in the future for it is not always going to be so 
easy to get business and when things tighten up 

Geo. W. Linn as they will again some day, many dealers will 
wish they had more, solid customers. Even as we get complaints, we 
also have letters of praise for some dealers. These are the dealers 
who will get the business when the getting gets harder. These deal- 
ers are bright business men, they know that it is far better to keep 
a customer satisfied than to have to hunt for a new one and if all 
dealers would follow that plan, they would profit by it. 

On the other hand, there is one subject today about which we 
have had more complaint than about almost any other subject and 
unfortunately it is a matter that can not be remedied so easily. 

We refer to complaints of collectors who have ordered either 
sets of singles, blocks or full sheets of such stamps as the Flags in 
recent weeks. Too often we get a letter complaining that a dealer 
has accepted a check for a considerable sum, has supplied some of 
the material, has promised to send the remainder later and finally 
winds up after a few weeks by refunding the balance and advising 
the collector that the price has advanced. 

We fully realize that at the rate prices have been going up on 
the Flag stamps that no dealers prices are stable for very long, yet 
if advertised, and if orders’ are received within a reasonable time 
following the publication of the advertisement, the dealer should 
either fill the order at once or fill such part as he can and IMME- 
DIATELY refund any balance to the customer. 

This gives the customer the opportunity to order from some 
other source. Too often we have complaints over this very matter 
and the only solution we know for it would be to recommend that 
the collector first write the dealer and inquire if the stamps are 
available, after which he will agree to remit for same or for the 
dealer to quit putting prices on this class of material and offering 
to quote prices on request for immediate acceptance. 

It is a bad state of affairs, with a difficulty that it may not be 
possible to solve the problem, but the dealer who gets himself in 
a position where he does not or can not fill his offers is creating a 
bit of bad will on the part of the collector who can do him much 
damage in years to come. The collector just does not like to be kick- 
ed around in this manner when he has some dollars to spend and 
wise dealers will try to avoid getting themselves in such situations.
